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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ingraselino (U.S. Patent No. 6,260,989). 

Ingraselino teaches an apparatus for a New Year's celebrating device, 
comprising: 

a) a vertically standing support pole (20); 

b) a track mechanism (18) disposed on said support pole; 

c) a ball (12) vertically movable disposed on said support pole being 
vertically movable on said track mechanism; 

d) a plurality of externally projecting lights (30) disposed on said ball, wherein the lights 
are light emitting diodes; 

e) means (40) for a drive mechanism for said ball; 

9 a source (44) of electrical power for the apparatus; 

g) a year sign (14) displaying the new year at the top of said support 

pole; 
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h) a plurality of externally projecting lights (48) disposed on said year sign, wherein the 
lights are light emitting diodes. 

Ingraselino does not teach the New Year sign at the base of the support pole. 

However, having the year sign on the base instead of on the top of the support 
pole would merely require a rearrangement of parts and would not effect the 
functionality. 

It would have been obvious to locate the New Year sign approximate the base of 
the support pole, instead of at the top by merely rearranging parts to provide better 
simultaneous visibility of the combination of the year sign and the ball since it has been 
held that rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. 

Conclusion 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Joy teaches an ornamental display. Meyer teaches a remote 
lowering fixture. Wallace teaches an action sign. Liu teaches a simulated fireworks lamp 
assembly. Moreland teaches a demonstration system. Huang '1 15 teaches a structure 
of light. Huang 767 teaches a light stick. Huang '145 teaches a light stick
